Ha Kau by itself, I am_ told, 
indicates a kind of small, decrepit 
sampan, used mostly for convey- 
ing ‘coffins and corpses across the: 
many inland waterways. . Yuen 
earned his surname by the fact 
that when an outlaw he brought 
‘death to many and, thereby car- 
“ried many lives on his head— 
hence the similarity to the, func- 
‘tion of the sampan referred to. 
.To live up to his name, so the 
story goes, he once agreed to hand 
back a kidnapped victim. This 


what his real 


‘ bandit had kept the fact a secret 
and thereby obtained the ransom. 
At the rendezvous he turned up 
with a “Ha Kau” sampan which 
contained the .body of his 
captive! 

In recent years his influence i in- 
creased as did the number of his 
band and those of his “allies,” ie., 
associates in other parts of the 
delta. One such by name of 
Wong Cho, better: known as 
“Munficent Cho,” now holds away 
in the Pun U district after having 
found sanctuary in Macao when 
a price was placed on his head. 
To strengthen his hands after 
being ousted from Canton, Chan 
Kwing-ming enlisted the aid of 
several bandits, These outlaws 
were invariably made Generals or 
Commanders and their men of the 
hills made excellent guerrilla 
material. Another advantage 
was their knowledge of difficult 
country, and they were also 
adepts at fighting in uneven coun- 
try.
